On 10/7/1 1. the examiner contacted applicant's representative to discuss a proposed examiner's amendment to the 
specification to correct a typographical error. The examiner pointed to the specification amendment filed on 6/29/07 to 
column 1 1. lines 1 6-27 of the patent 5.935.832 (see p. 6. bottom to p. 7. top of the 6/29/07 specification amendment). 
The examiner noted that "5" was omitted for H2Q in the specification amendment relative to the patent. The examiner 
requested authoriziation to insert "5" to correspond to the patent disclosure. On 10/13/1 1. applicant's representative 
authorized the specification amendment, noting that the omission of "5" was an inadvertent typographical error where 
the intent was to subscript the "2" in H2Q without deleting the "5".
